The need for a good road for motor vehicle use throughout the 
year became especially important after the large kolkhozy were 
this area (Vel« Louchky was the largest grain 
kolkhoz in the Carpatho-Ukralne ) . Construction of this road 
started in Summer 1950, and it was completed in 1951. The new 
road was actually built from Vel Louchky to Hluboka connecting 
t 5 e 4.2 ld roadB Mukachevo - Cop and Mukachevo - Uzhgorod. Sections 
or these roads - Mukachevo - Vel Louchky and Hluboka -Uzhgorod - 
were repaired and reconstructed. The new section Vel Louchky-

width eight meters. A large number of reinforced concrete 
bridges had to be erected along this section.
